The Royal Society for the encouragement of Arts, Manufactures and Commerce was 
founded in 1754, by William Shipley, a drawing master from Northampton, who 
assembled a group of the most eminent artists, philosophers and scientists of the day 
and declared that the objectives of his Society were 'to embolden enterprise, to 
enlarge science, to refine art, to improve our manufactures and to extend our 
commerce. The Society moved to its present premises, which were purpose built by 
the Adam brothers as part of their Adelphi development, in 1774.

Antony McCammon is a Jerseyman whose career in international banking has taken him and 
his family to a number of countries. He has retained strong links with Jersey and is the author 
of the standard work on the numismatics of the area - Currencies of the Anglo-Norman Isles, 
i and ii (Spink, London 1984, 1993). His collection of Channel Islands coins, tokens, medals 
and paper money has been put together over many years and is probably the best such 
collection to come to the market.
